Overseas shipments should be accompanied by estimated shipping costs 
so shipment may be prepaid to avoid delays. Please clearly indicate 
method of shipping when placing order. 


Second choice should be included in selecting varieties to replace any 
which may be sold out. 


It should be remembered that practically all of the sJonte we offer are 
ready for a shift during their present growing season. This is brought 
about by the fact that we do not over-pot.

haven a great number of times. A number of its hybrids have bloomed 
and all have been most satisfactory. Season for this cross should be 
December through February. 


464 LC. SAGANA X C. MOSSIAE 
Earlier results of this grand cross prompted our repeating it. Season 
is definitely Easter. Some very exceptionally fine colors were noted in 
our earlier batch. It will make good Mossiae replacement material. 


465 LC. SAGANA (VAR. EASTER) X C. MOSSIAE “OLIVER LINES” 
This is a repeat cross with Identical parents. The excellent results of 
the earlier cross have prompted our remaking this fine Hybrid. The 
result has been a very much glorified Mossiae. Season is just a bit 
ahead of the regular Mossiae season. This provides a fine Hybrid 
which does not have to be forced for Easter. It also will provide the 
amateur with an excellent Hybrid for that very scarce Winter period.

Union of these two very fine parents should result in a fine white 
with colored lip for September, the month of weddings. 


470 C. LADY VEITCH X C. EMILY SHILL ALBA 
C. Lady Veitch is an excellent parent for Winter Whites. The one we 
have used is a proven White. C. Emily Shill was raised at Orchidhayen 
and all the plants have yielded pure white flowers. Season will be 
February through April. Both parents are excellent growers. 


471 C. EMILY SHILL ALBA X C. LADY VEITCH 
We refer you to description under #470. 


103 LC. EUGENIE (LC. SCHROEDERAE X C. DIONYSIUS ALBA) 
We herewith present an exceptional new White colored lip which has 
a blooming season of October through December. The flower is ex- 
ceptionally large and the plant is an extremely strong grower. In its 
particular class flower production is unequalled. 


477 C. RITA SLADDEN X C. BARBARA DANE 
Season of blooming will be the important part of this fine cross. We 
expect that it will bloom through the months of November and Decem- 
ber.

Name, Parentage and Description 


C. RITA SLADDEN X C. CLEMENTINE GOLDFARB 
This is a reverse cross of No. 426. In either case we insist that this 
will be one of the strongest growing white crosses. 


C. ENID X (C. CHELSEA X C DINAH) 

The fine growing qualities of C. Enid merged with the other Hybrid 
used here should make a very desirable Hybrid for late Spring. Flowers 
should be very large and of exceptional: substance. 

LC. HERTHA X C. BELGICA 

Winter season is the most desirable for most Cattleyas. The above 
cross will assure an abundance of flowers for this season. Form of this 
cross should be very fine. Size of the resultant flowers should be very 
large. Color will run to the darker shades of lavender. 


LC. HILLARY “F.C.C.-R.H.S.” X C. ENID 

An earlier batch of this cross which has flowered is one of the out- 
standing new Hybrids. We have repeated the cross with the same 
Le. Hillary also using a very similar C. Enid. Flowers are very large and 
dark; growth is outstanding. 


LC. CYNTHIA “F.C.C.-R.H.S.” X (C. TRIANAE “REINECKIANA” 
X C. DIONYSIUS ALBA) 

Both components of this cross are fine growers and Winter bloomers. 
Fine quality flowers should be the expectation here. 


C. LADY ALEXANDER ALBA X C. ROYAL HAROLD ALBA 

A need for a very free growing white for the Fall wedding season 
prompted this cross. Both parents are paper white in the petals and 
sepals with very brilliant lips. 


C. EDITHAE #1 X C. MOSSIAE “"WAGNERII” 

An earlier batch of this cross has already bloomed. The excellent re- 
sults obtained guided us in remaking the cross with the same VERY 
LATE Edithae and the same Mossiae ‘’‘Wagnerii’’. Flowers are large, 
welJ shaped with very good texture. Season is Easter and after Easter 


which makes this cross a valuable one. It has been named Dorothy 
Mackaill. 


C. ROYAL HAROLD ALBA X C. LADY ALEXANDER ALBA 
We refer you to description under #487. 


LC. HILLARY (F.C.C.-R.H.S.) X C. MT. ROYAL 

In make-up this cross is very similar to #484 except that the use of 
Mt. Royal on the one side will tend to make the blooming date about 
one to two months later. The infusion of Dowiana in the Raphaelii 
which in turn made the Mt. Royal should impart fine color to the re- 
sultant Hybrid. 


LC. HELEN WILMER X C. MOSSIAE ’’R. E. PATTERSON” 

The records made by Le. Helen Wilmer as a parent are bevond ques- 
tion. The variety used in this case was named variety ‘““Orchidhaven’’. 
This was used to make our celebrated Le. Frank J. Lind. The Mossiae 
used is very dark and has proven to be a very fine parent in other 
crosses. 


C. GRAVESIANA ALBA X C. MOSSIAE ““WAGNERII” 
Our quest here is for a good growing White for the Easter season Both 
parents are strong growers and they are proven white breeders.
